The sheriff declared that he woult 
not permit any contest to take place 
John W. Fisher, attorney for the town oi 
Cheektowaga, demanded that the clul 
be given the us^of its property, and th« 
boxers were ordered to shake hands 
Before a blow could be struck the depu- 
ties seized the boxers and forced then 
to their corners, and then released them 
Once more the boxers were ordered to 


get together. O'Donnell rushed at Beck- 
with, but the deputies again grappled 
with the boxers, and for a few minutes 
the ring was filled with struggling depu- 
ties, fighters and their seconds, and 
Beckwith and O'Donnell were agair 
compelled to take their seats. 


The spectators were greatly excited 


and roundly denounced the action of the 
sheriff, but no open act of violence was 
committed.

The Auxiliary Cruisers. 


Preparations are b'eing urade by the 


navy department to dispose of a part of 
the auxiliary cruisers which were pur- 
chased at the beginning of hostilities.

fleet, will bo retained. 
Deforo tho war 


tho navy was much in need cf supply 
ships, distilling vessels and colliers. At 
the present time, however, the navy de- 
partment has a largo number of vessels 
of this class ^bicfa-it will no<v* make a 
part of tho permanent naval establish- 
ment. 'Thns tho auxiliary supply ships 
Glacier, Celtic and. Supply1 will not bo 
placed otit of cominisKioh. The distill- 
ing ships Iris and Rainbow will also 
remain in tho navy, as vail the colliers 
Abarenda, Brutus, Nero, Nashua, CEpsar, 
Oasslns, Hannibal, Augustus, Lebanon, 
Leonidaa, Scipio,'Pomp£y and Syndic. 


The Government's Steamer Lino. 


Six steamers havo been selected for 


the lino to Cuba and Porto Eico which 
the government will maintain. It ia 
probable some of the government trans- 
ports will be transferred to the Pacific 
for tho line to 'Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines which is to be established. 


This establishment of ' government 


•teamehip linos is a new departure for 
the United States. These steamers will 
do a carrying trade for the army and 
the postofSce department, and to that 
extent, which is a large and important 
one, will come into direct competition 
with private enterprises. Assistant Sec- 
retary cf War Meiklejohn in discussing 
this last feature said; 


"I do act think this transport line of 


tho war department can be construed 
as a departure in practice, nor as a gov- 
ernmental ownership of a line iu the 
carrying trade. It has been created for 
an emergency and will cease with the 
emergency." 


An Odd Haacot. 


The oddest mascot to befoand on any 


of our government vessels belongs to 
tho lighthouse tender Mangrove. It ia 
a swarm of bees. "Did you ever hear 
of hees going in for a lifo on the ocean 
wave?" cftid a lady connected with the 
lighthouse board at 
Tompkinsville. 


"These busy little creatures took np 
their homo on the Mangrove three years 
ago, and they have been through all the 
Spanish blockadu off Cuba and heard 
somo of tho big guns go off. They had 
not been housed long in a hole of one 
of tho upper sails before tho Mangrove 
was ordered to sea. You know these 
tenders often remain out on duty for 
months at n timo. " 


Our Standing Army. 


Colonel Ward, assistant ad jntant gen* 


eral, estimates the strength of tho regu- 
lar army of this country at 60,000 men. 
Tbis.is an increase of 28,628 men since 
April 30. At the outbreak o'f hostilities 
the standing army of this contitiry con- 
slated of only 26,477 men, which is 
known as the peace basis. Daring the 
months of May, Juno and July the regu- 
lar army was increased by 23,f>33 men. 
It is understood that as Boon as congress 
meets a bili will bo introduced provid- 
ing for an increase in tho regular army 
of at least 35 regiments.

tfhe New England insurance exchange 


Signified its Intention of send ing its 
a^ent to this city at once to inspect 
the changed conditions in the fire de- 
partment which make a reduction of 
rates possible from its point of view. 
This is in response to a letter from the 
mayor calling attention to the fact 
that the city has conformed with all 
the requirements thought to be essen- 
tial to the safety of the companies in 
so reducing rates. The exchange holds 
its first meeting for the season thl3 
month, and at that time is expected to 
take action on the matter, which will 
result in the lowering of many risks 
throughout the city. This will be a di- 
rect result of the securing ot the new 
equipment, which works not only to 
reduce rates, but to insure property in 
large measure in addition to the risks 
carried by the companies. Already the 
advantages of a chemical have been 
shown, and the city will not regret the 
action it has taken in the matter of 
fire protection. 


PCBI.IC SCHOOL FACTS. 


In connection with the beginning of 


the school year, when in this city pub- 
lic instruction is of necessity given to 
some of the pupils in buildings not at 
all designed for the purpose, while in 
at least one district even now it is 
hard to accommodate all who wish to 
enter, it is interesting if not consoling 
to notice that in nearly every city in 
the country there is the same cry of 
too little room for the schools. The 
increase among those who attend the 
schools is always large, and by legis- 
lation and Its strict enforcement every 
effort is being made to increase it still 
further by insuring the attendance of 
all children of school age. But still the 
fact remains that much of this de- 
mand for more room throughout the 
country Is undoubtedly due in part to 
the modern ideas which make it nec- 
essary to have more than a bnre hall 
with floor space enough to squeeze in 
the pupils, as was the caue when school 
education for all was "invented." 


Some of the 
facts concerning the 


school attendance and teaching of tho 
country today will be of interest to 
those who care for figures. They are 
based on figures authorized by the 
commissioner of education, and are: 


The public schools havp an enroll- 


ment of 14,465,371. This Includes only 
those of elementary grades and second 
grades—not those of higher education, 
evenwhen supported bypublic taxation 
The primary schools have an enroll- 
ment of 1,531, 826, making a grand total 
of 15,997,187 students in the common 
schools. This vast army is more than 
one-fifth of the total population of the 
United Statrs. All of them do not go 
to Hchool every day, the average dally 
uiLeJiii-xaiu 
beins 
0,747,010 
uhU4flt.ii. 


Even this latter figure is impressive to 
the person who has stopped to consider. 
It means that 12 ptr cent, of the people 
of the United States arc at school each 
day. The average length of the school 
term in days in 140>£, so the aggregate- 
number of days of schooling is 1,369,- 
882,914. To teach these requires the 
•ervices of 400,325 instructors, of whom 
130,366 are male and '2M.'.>~,'.> are female 
The women teachers outnumber thf 
men two to one.

•chool property Is (455,948,194. The cost 
of the public schools ie 9181,453,780 per 
year, or |2.6l per capita of population.

, • "It ceome to mo that tho proposition 
of the «znr of Busslu to tho other pow- 
ers, which, in eabstunco, propows tlmS 
ill tho untioiiB of Europe shall reduco 
thoir standing armies, i» one of tho 
host important pfipors that has been 
jlven to the world in modern times," 
fnid Mr. EdmnudFrniloyof London tho 
othor day. 


"I bcliovo that in making this pro- 


posal Czar Nicholas is actuated by tho 


cereht dcsiro to heuoftt humanity, 


and tho government!) ou^ht to reocivo 
his suggestion in tho Pamo spirit that 
prompted him to offer it. Hero at tho 
close of tho nineteenth centuty it fecms 
to mo is a good time to put an end to 
tho rampant militarism that has dom- 
inated Europe for all these centuries. 
Russia, in tho very front of powerful 
nations, can well afford to bo leader in 
this movement, which, if carried into 
effect, cannot fall to redound to the in- 
terest of all mankind. 


"Now, as to England, I know full 


well that all idea df war is repugnant 
to tho queen's subjects, and I think 
England would bo guul to soo a general 
tendency toward disarmament. To keep 
on SHch a war footing as tho first claps 
powers are now obliged to maintain is 
a strain that tho richest and strongest 
would bo glad to throw off permanently. 
Whether or not disarmament ie prac- 
tical I cannot- say. Certainly no nation 
would like to talio tho initiative, and 
it is doubtful whether an agreement 
could bo reached between them all. 
Tho tone of the French press, I .see, is 
skeptical, and evidently tho proposition 
is looked en in Paris as Utopian. 


"But ono thing can ho dono tbaftwill 


have a tendency to discourage tntnre 
wars. Tho very moment that an alli- 
ance is entered into between England 
and the United States it will be notico 
to transatlantic people that a contract 
has been entered into to keop the world's 
peace, and that the parties to it are 
strong enough, to enforce tho agreement. 
Russia, Gewnany, France, Italy and 
tho rest can then disband if they want 
to, but whether they do or not they 
will have precious littlo use for their 
armies." 


As £cgland and German? Ses T7s. 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath, 


who returned from Europe, talked 
rather freely. Ho said: "England Feenia 
to regard the United States as a co-an- 
tvy reaching out not only for terri- 
tory, but for power through alliances 
with ether nations with a view to en- 
Isjrging our commerce. They regaid us 
as enterprising, grasping almost, and 
tho most progressive country oil earth. 
We havo made a great reputation 
throughout all Europe by the war by 
showing that we not only can but will 
fight, and how speedily wo can put our- 
selves oil a war footiag. Europe now 
expects tho United States to havo a first 
class navy and a large standing army. 
That ia accepted abioad as our futnro 
plan. Europe also expects that we will 
hold all tho countries wo have acquired. 


"Prominent Englishmen believe wo 


ought to build tho Nicfiraguau canal 
and would liko to enter Into a partner- 
ship with this government in this enter- 
prise. All Europe expects, us to hold the 
Philippines except Germany. This Ger- 
mans favor a joint protectorate, though 
they aro willing that we should boss 
the job, and they will- ho du/.ippoiiited 
if wo shall not do it. They seera thor- 
oughly convinced that our war for tho 
Cubans was only a cover to our designs 
to acquire' territory, and they give us 
no credit for good faith in our profes- 
sions. There is an ahundanco of ovi- 
dence of Germany's jealousy of us."
